Dedication of Service 


Born in Brooklyn, to Greek immigrant parents, Ms. Michaels is first genera- 
tion American. When she entered first grade at P.S. 122 in Astoria, Oueens, 
Greek was the only language she spoke. She was tutored in English three times 
a week in hour sessions and within three months had mastered the English lan- 
guage. 

Graduating from Long Island City High School as Valedictorian, she had near 
perfect attendance, missing only four days in four years before her doctor for- 
bade her to go to school after falling down a flight of stairs. She was the only 
girl in her class to take Physics, and one of five to go on to college. 

Trained as a professional classical pianist from the age of five to seventeen, 
she never missed a day of practice. Ms. Michaels was one of nine students 
accepted to Julliard. She decided not to attend because she wanted to go to 
school to become a teacher. She attended Oueens College, majoring in Ele- 
mentary Education and Speech. Ms. Michaels was certified to teach English and 
Speech in grades 7 through 12. New York required a master's degree to teach, 
so she attended school in New Jersey for her master's degree, with plans to 

return to New York when she completed her degree. Ms. Michaels was offered a 
long-term substitute position at South Side High School, now known as Malcolm X Shabazz H.S. She accepted the posi- 
tion knowing that Newark had a good reputation. Her principal was Mr. Landolfi, who was named National Principal of 
the Year. In 1960, she left to take a full-time position in the Belleville school system. Ms. Michaels then returned to 
Shabazz after being promised a full-time position once she was certified. She had taught many well-known people such 
as, Newark Schools Superintendent, Ms. Bolden and Donald Yee, Computer Science and Mathematics genius. 

In 1963, Ms. Michaels was married. She had a daughter in 1964. She took a leave of absence because she wanted to 
return to work in an academic high school. In 1965, Barringer High School had an opening in English and Ms. Michaels 
joined the staff. She was the Athenaeum Advisor in 1968 and 1969, of which she is very proud. She taught English hon- 
ors having nine of the top ten students in her class. She was always proud of her students, especially the underprivileged 
who tried their best. She says, "This profession has provided me with the opportunity to meet some of the greatest peo- 
ple in the world, my students, and to be able to do for them." 

She continued to work as an English teacher from 1956-1972. She became chairperson of the English department from 
1972-1975, Vice-Principal in 1975 and scheduling Vice-Principal since 1988. 

Having some of the greatest teachers influencing her life made her decision to go into the field very easy. She wanted 
to give back to her students that what was given to her by her teachers. "It's a challenge to be a teacher. To teach a child 
who cannot read to read or who cannot write to write. It is also very rewarding. I have learned so much from my stu- 
dents." 

One of her favorite quotes is, “The two most important things you can give your children are roots and wings." Her 
belief is that children today don't have the "roots" or the foundation that they need. They have "wings" and are using 
them, but they are flying all over the place, ^winging it," as the expression goes, without focus or direction. Children 
need guidance from someone other than their peers to develop the "roots" they lack. 

The most influential people in her life were her parents. They came from Cyprus with no high school education and 
pushed her to become the “best.” They told her she was bright, they encouraged her. They always told her she could do 
it. It was highly unusual for a woman of her generation to go to college and for this she is very appreciative. 

Some of the best memories she will take with her are the graduations. Every year, since 1965, except one, Ms. 
Michaels has attended every graduation. She is always excited and delighted to see the young people she knew as fresh- 
men achieve their goal. 

Ms. Michaels leaves Barringer with this reminder to her colleagues, “It doesn't matter what you've taught them, but 
what they've learned." To the class of 2001, “Believe in yourself!” 

Ms. Michaels has two children, a daughter Michelle, an attorney, and a son, Michael. Michael works for the Newark 
School Systems and hopes to follow in his mother's footsteps. 

The Class of 2001 and the advisors, Mrs. Joy Immerso and Ms. Sonya Rolle, the Athenaeum Staff and Mr. Di Ger- 
lando wish you a happy, healthy retirement. Thank you for all the dedicated years of service you have given to the stu- 
dents of Barringer High School.
